were ordered to he sent to Ketschendorf, (2) 
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At 1125 p.m. on 15 Jarmmary, shuttle-train No 167 consisting of 

23 coaches, two gondola cars, and two heating cars, was occupied 
by 250 officers and 2M wearing red=bordered ‘black epaulets. Some 
of the troops had tank insignia. The train left the Frankfurt/Oder 
railroad station for Brest Litovsk. It came from the Aschersleben 
area and it was said to have made the run once a week, (3) 


No military rail shipments were seen passing through Pasewalk between 
6 and 19 January.
